Tile guest s h a k e r, who Is also 
tit** consulting psychologist for ch il­ 
dren’s plug rums for radio broad- 
casts, gave a report of the institute’s 
findings us to what ehildren are in­ 
terested in and non-interests. 
Ii** drew conclusions from these 
tindlngs. and suggested changes in 
Hie curriculum and changes In the 
attitudes of the parents. 


Tim es of disturbed economic conditions are good ones for 


reviewing the methods by which governments. Urge and small, 
obtain and spend the money they need for the public’s business. 
In what we call ’’good’’ times, these problems are not acute, 


and one system may seem to work as well as another. It is under 
the stress of changing values, prices and costs that the w eak­ 
nesses show up. 
Inflation poses one set of troubles, deflation 


another. 
During the present spiral of inflation, which ha* been gath­ 
ering speed under the recent policies of the W h ite House, all 
units of government have been having difficulties. This is true 
of the smallest township as it is of Uncle Sam himself. 
Present disturbances are complicated by the fact that much 


needed maintenance, as well as new construction, was held off 
during the war. There is great pressure now to get this attended 
to, despite the greatly increased costs involved in undertaking 
it at present. 
Few governments have ever had great trouble meeting the 


bills for their normal current operations. 
I heir troubles begin 


;when they expand these operations too greatly, entering one 
; new field after another; and also when they are faced with what 
a business house would call “ capital" improvements — new 
buildings, for example. 
H o w shall a community, whether township or state, go 


about paying for new construction? 
The simplest way, of 


course, is out of its current earnings. 
That avoids “ carrying 


charges,” interest, bonds, debts— a whole host of complications. 
But it has drawbacks. O ne is the matter of equity— the 


fact that the taxpayers of one or two years would h r charged for 
improvements from which that set of taxpayers would draw little 
benefit; the advantage of these improvements would go to 
future generations, who would not have to bear any part of the 
cost. 
Another disadvantage, of course, is that if the im prove­ 
ments are sizeable .they would call for gigantic tax increases if 


I paid for as made. In many cases, this is not merely a sentimental 
or political objection; laws put very definite ceilings upon the 
amount of taxes which m any units of government are permitted 
to assess.
